Russians Caught Napping at Port Ar­ 


thur. 


C hee Foo, Feb. 10.—T he Jap an ese 
have dealt the R ussians a crushing 
blow 
at 
P ort 
A thur. 
An 
advance 
squadron of the Jap an ese fleet, under 
com m and of Vice A dm iral Togo, and 
com prising 
sixteen 
b attlesh ip s 
and 
cru isers, w ith a num erous torpedo flo­ 
tilla, left the m ain fleet of Shan Tung 
peninsula on Sunday, im m ediately the 
new s of th e diplom atic ru p tu re becam e 
know n. 
T his inform ation w as con­ 
veyed to th e Jap an ese adm iral by a 
d estro y er dispatched from T suishlm a 
S aturday evening. 
The Jap an ese scouting cru isers had 
given accu rate inform ation of the pre 
carious situ atio n of th e R ussian fleet 
outside P o rt A rthur. 
T he squadron 
steam ed slowly In b attle form ation 
tow ard its goal, and cam e w ithin sight 
of P ort A rth u r under cover of d ark ­ 
ness. 
It cruised slowly outside w ith­ 
out show ing lights. 
T he R ussians 
w ere lying in the roadstead, ap p a re n t­ 
ly feeling secure from a ttack . 
N early 
ail the Ja p torpedo boats w ere d is­ 
patched on th eir d angerous and d a r­ 
ing task. 
They rushed full steam on 
th e enem y, who w ere com pletely su r­ 
prised. 
A g reat ra ttle of sm all arm s 
greeted th e Invaders, who, how ever, 
escaped un h u rt, and th e Retvizam, the 
C zareviteu and th e P allade w ere a l­ 
most im m ediately torpedoed. The Jap ­ 
anese dashed along th e en tire line of 
the R ussians, exposed by now to a 
terrib le fire from m achine guns and 
sm sll arm s from both th e ships and 
the shore. 
T here w as th e u tm ost con­ 
stern atio n am ong the R ussians, which 
probably accounts for th e Jap an ese 
torpedo boats escaping practically u n ­ 
scathed and rejoining th e ad m iral out­ 
side. 
T he ad m iral’s fleet d u rin g the 
attack k ep t out of range of th e R us­ 
sian searchlights. 
Line of b attle w as th en 
form ed 
and th e Jap an ese fleet moved In w ithin 
a range of two and one-half m iles and 
opened fire on th e R ussians. 
The 
boom ing of guns w as heard far out to 
sea by th e officers and crew* of a Ja p ­ 
anese ship w hich has arriv ed here. 
T he b attle is understood to be still 
raging, and th e w ildest rep o rts are 
cu rren t. 
T he C hinese population of 
Chee Foo Is in a frenzy of excitem ent 
a t the rep o rts th at the Jap an ese, whom 
th ey now regard as th e ir friends, scor­ 
ed the first victory.

They th en joined th e m ain 
fleet and ail w ent in to a tta ck the 
arm ored 
cruisers. In th e 
Jap an ese 
fleet w hich consisted of tw o divisions 
w ere th e 
M lkasa, th e flagship, th e 
first class battleship A sahi, Fuji, Ina- 
shim a, Shikashi Ma, H atsu s and the 
d esp atch boat T atsum a. 
T he second 
division of the fleet under com m and 
of A dm iral K am im ura on th e flagship 
Idsum o, 
consisted of th e 
arm ored 
cru ise rs Y'akuma, A sam a and Iwatz. 
W hen seen by the steam er Foo Chow 
T uesday 
m orning, th e fast 
cru isers 
w ere circling in a radius of six miles. 
No torpedo boats w ere seen and it is 
probable th at they left the vicinity 
afte r th e torpedo a tta c k of M onday 
night. 
T he R ussian fleet outside of 
the h arb o r consisted of th e battlesh ip s 
Petropaw law ak. 
flagship; 
Peresw et, 
sub flagship; Pobieda, Poltava, Czare- 
w ltch. R etvlzan and Sebastopol, and 
the cru isers N ovik, B oyarin, Bayaru, 
D lanu, Palada, A ssold and A ngara. 
T he disabled b attlesh ip s are inside 
forts H uan Ching Shan and Chi Kwan 
Bhan. 
T he cru iser is outside, but 
w ithin range of the forts. 
The R ussians left one cru iser o u t­ 
side to w atch for th© Jap an ese ships. 
T he cru iser w as fired upon by the 
Jap an ese and the o th er R ussian ves­ 
sels took up th eir an ch o rs and cruised 
around th e roadstead. 
T he Jap an ese 
fleet cam e up w ithin th ree m iles and 
a b attle com m enced. 
T he Jap an ese 
flred on the ships and fo rts w hich re­ 
plied. 
Two R ussian ships w ere stru ck 
by shells, but w ere only slightly dam ­ 
aged. 
T he R ussian fire fell short. 
T he Colum bia steam ed aw ay w hile th e 
battle w as in progress, b u t later saw 
the Jap an ese fleet leave. 
O ne Ja p a n ­ 
ese cru iser w iia torpedo boats ie re­ 
ported north of Che Foo. 
T he tw o b attlesh ip s disabled are the 
P oltava and the C zarevitch. 
T he d is­ 
abled arm ored cru iser Boyaim and the

gunboats from going out and b attle­ 
ships and cruisers from going in. and 
g ettin g coal.

d istressed 
city h ave aroused 
th em ­ 
selves to meet the app allin g condition 
th a t confronts them . 
T he governor, th*3 m ayor and v ar­ 
ious 
m unicipal 
officials, 
m et 
and 
th resh ed out the problem s th at are 
th eirs by virtue of public office. 
From 
th is conference cam e a decision th at 
B altim ore for the p resen t needs no 
outside help, but will endeavor w ith 
her own resources and those of the 
sta te to m eet th e em ergency. 
At this 
conference also w as developed the 
m achinery for an advisory executive 
com m ittee to act in conju ction w ith 
th e legislature. 
The m ilitary officials had unusual 
problem s to decide and solved them In 
a m ilitary m anner, for every pass th at 
had been issued giving en tran ce to 
the fire lines was revoked. No civilian 
may pass the cordon of citizen soldiers 
which stretch e s around the fire sw ept 
d esert w herein safes and vaults con­ 
tain untold treasu re.
